It is recommended to dip the fin- 
gers in vaseline or a little grease, just 
before starting to work among the 
bees, and the fiegers will be kept 
clean of propolis, which at this time 
of the year has a way of sticking to 
everlhing. When going back to re- 
plenish the smoker dip the fingers a- 
gaiii, and the stains will be kept off. 

Kerosene emulsion can most easily 
be applied to destroy lice and prevent 
the attacts of the born fly by using 
the sprayer mixtures to fruit trees. 
A hand sprayer is most convenient, 
and with a aoule a very small quan- 
tity will be sulTicicnt, whereas by 
hand and spong application the work 
will lequire much more liquid, and 
take much more time.

The earliest bank note in the (x>s- 
session of the Bank of England is 
one dated December 19, I699, for 
S55lb. It is printed frotii an engrav- 
ed plate but it has blanks for the a- 
motmt, date, number and signature. 
Across it are written memoranda, 
showing that it was repaid in three 
installments.. In appearance it is 
uotaltogether unlike the modern note. 
It is noticeable particularly that in 
the words, "For the Govr. and Com- 
ps.,’’ the word "company" is thus 
abbreviated, and not into "corapy., 
"which would be more in accordance 
with the usual practice. In the bank 
library is another note lor 25lbs, 
which was not presented lor 1 1 1 years. 
Another curiosity, said to be unique, 
is a note for no less than a million 
sterling dated 1782. Only four of 
such an amount have even been is- 
sued. A singular use was made of 
lbs5 note, now in the bank archives. 
Which bears the following indorse- 
ment: 

" If this note gets into the hands 
of John Dear, af Longhill, near Char- 
lilse, bis br >ther, Andrew is prisoner 
in Algiers." This was copied into a 
Charlisie paper, by which means 
John Dear became aware of his un- 
fortunate kinsman fate. There is a 
pathetic interest; in the light of sub- 
sequenent events in the following in- 
dorsement on a i,ooolbs note by the 
gallent Cochrone, I/>rd Dundonald, 
who was absolved after his death of 
the ciin.! of wlti.*'.i h« hal bc2n ad- 
judged guilty in hia Iifeti:ue.

We are all In the nethermost hell 
of despair over our awful weather, 
and we are longing for the sunshine, 
writes George R. Sims in the Lon- 
don Referee. But there are people 
who In some parts of the world 
grumble at “sunshine above,” and 
long for the fog and the rain of Old 
England. As I was thinking of 
these things there strode into my 
room, out of the mist and tlie rain 
of the park, Cupt. Jack Crawford, 
the famous Poet Scout of America, 
the ideal frontlersmon, with long 
hair hanging over his shoulders, 
tall, lithe and sunburnt, with eagle 
eyes and shading brows; and bo sat 
himself down in my study, and, 
shaking the rain from his bionliie 
locks, exclaimed; “1 like tills — it 
does me good.” “Like what?” I 
asked. ’"The weather,” be replied; 
and then he told me how for five 
long years in New Mexico they had 
not a drop of rain, only the eternal 
scorching, blinding sunshine, and 
how seventy-five per cent, of the 
cuttle died, and the fish lay in the 
dry bed of the river and fanned 
themselves with their tails, and the 
snakes crawled about with their 
skins blistered and crackling; and 
he called the ceaseless downpour of 
Thursday “just a dream,” and 
wished he could take a stock of our 
special summer weather back to 
New Mexico with him. 

I told the genial frontierman that 
T would pay him a visit in his land 
of sunshine as soon as I could settle 
my alTairs iu tliis sun-forsaken land 
of mild and milder.’, and asked him 
if I should have to go about with six- 
shooters all over me.

And then 
Wild Will rose, and with one blow of 
his huge fist stretched the frontier 
rough on the floor. And as he rose 
and put his hand to his six-shooter, 
a man came and exclaimed; “Wild 
Will, by heavensi” And the hand 
dropped, and the Wolf exclaimed: 
“My God! I thought there was only 
one man with a fist like that.” And 
when Capt. Jack lifted his glass of 
lemonade the Wolf gave him a sickly 
smile, and when the captain said: 
“You've not ordered your own drink 
yet,” he answered, hesitatingly:
